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K41IIF RETIRES FROM ‘C.Q.’ MAGAZINE 

After 21 years, first as D.X. Editor and later as Chairman of the 
C.Q. D.X. Award’s Advisory Committee, John Attaway, K4IIF, has 
retired from the staff of “‘C.Q.’’ magazine. 

K4IIF’s tenure at ‘‘C.Q.’’ was noted for the great expansion of 
the D.X. Awards and an enormous surge in the worldwide 
popularity of the “‘C.Q.”” D.X. programs. In 1967, “‘C.Q.’”’ had only 
basic WAZ and WPX awards, plus a DXCC-type award for working 
countries on SSB only. Under K4IIF’s management, WAZ was 
expanded to include single band WAZ Awards, a five-band WAZ 
and a 50th Anniversary WAZ Awared commemorating the first 50 
years of “‘C.Q.”’. 


The WPX Program was also expanded to include a WPX Honor 
Roll and the WPX Award of Excellence, and the Countries Award 
Program added a C.W. Award and Honor Rolls were introduced for 
both SSB and C.W. ‘‘C.Q.” has the only countries Award for purely 
C.W. contacts. 

During the 21-year period, the number of applicants for ‘‘C.Q.”’ 
awards increased by 20-fold, and it became necessary to introduce 
separate award managers for WAZ, WPX and the ‘‘C.Q.’”’ Countries 
Award. 


The present award managers are Leo Haijsman, W4RA, WAZ; 
Norm Koch, K6ZDL, WPX; and Billy Williams, N4UF, the ‘‘C.Q.”’ 
SSB and CW awards. Hugh Cassidy, WA6AUD, is now the full-time 
D.X. editor and writes all the D.X. columns. 

Perhaps the greatest achievement of the K4IIF years was the 
introduction of the D.X. Hall of Fame which has honored 28 out- 
standing DXers beginning with Gus Browning, W4BPD, in 1967 and 
ending with John Troster, W6ISQ, in 1988. More recently a Contest 
Hall of Fame was initiated and four prominent contesters have 
been honored for their contributions. 

When asked about future plans, John indicated that he hopes to 
operate from D.X. locations in more contests and to spend more 
time on the air from his home station than has been possible in 
recent years due to the demands of the ‘‘C.Q.”’ awards.

A.R.R.L. IN JAMAICAN RELIEF EFFORT 
VIA LOCAL MIAMI HAMS 
September 23 thru 25, 1988 
By Jim C. Hirschman, M.D., K4TCV 

Within hours after Hurricane Gilbert struck the Island of 
Jamaica ham radio operators there were initiating contacts with 
their counterparts in the United States. Initial messages announced 
the news of survival, with very little loss of life on the populous is- 
land. In sharp contrast to this good news was the report of 
destruction of housing and agriculture of enormous proportions. 

One of the first stations back on the air was an enterprising 
American in Montego Bay who strung a 20-meter dipole from the 
control tower of the airport. There he set in motion the process of 
re-establishment of air traffic control and relayed to his contact in 
Miami the situation at their hotel. Another was 6Y5RA, the ‘“‘club”’ 
station of the Jamaican Amateur Radio Association in Kingston. 
Thus the two ends of the island were accounted for. 

The destruction inbetween was and will be known as a major 
disaster of this decade in the Carribean. Ninety percent of the 
power lines were down. Eighty-five to 90% of the phone lines were 
down. The prospect is that these utilities will not be amply restored 
for three to six months. The coffee crop was destroyed. The banana 
crop was destroyed. The poultry industry was destroyed. The 
coconut crop was destroyed. In middle-class housing 100,000 homes 
were totally destroyed and another 300,000 were damaged Severely. 

In addition to the civil and agricultural loss the tourist hotels on 
the north coast will have major problems opening soon because of 
the loss of water supply, food supply, and electrical power. 

Hardly had the magnitude of the disaster become evident when 
recognized relief agencies began to send aid or prepared to send 


‘aid. This included the U.N., the USAID, and numerous church 


groups. One of these responding groups was the parent group of 
most U.S. amateurs, the ARRL. Working through Joel Kandel, 
KIA4T, an assistant director, the Jamaican Amateur Radio Associa- 
tion (JARA), was asked what replacement equipment was needed 
that could be sent. The answer back, via amateur radio was, “‘re- 
placement for the destroyed beam, a rotator, fresh coax cable, and 
three 4Kw 50Hz generators.”’ 

The ARRL through its ARRL National Emergency Response 
Committee (ANERCOM), obtained the requested equipment and 
then looked for a way to have it delivered. SY beck page

Regarding line noise problems, created by the power company, the following 
regulation applies: 

Title 47, CFR Part 15.25. 

15.25 Operating requirements: incidential radiation device. 

, An incidental radiation device shall be operated so that the radio frequency energy 
that is emitted does not cause harmful interference. In the event that harmful in- 

_terference is caused, the operator of the device shall promptly take steps to eliminate the 
harmful interference. 

The power company should be informed of its obligation under the above provision in a 
registered, return receipt letter. Keep several copies of the letter. Encourage others in 
your neighborhood to write similar letters. If you do not receive a satisfactory response 
within 30 days, send a copy of the letter to the FCC Engineer-in-Charge at your local FCC 
District Office explaining the steps you have taken to solve the problem. 

Write letters as phone calls will not help at all.

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POLISHING THE BRASS

Sometimes I missed the ship. For the first time I had an inkling 
of how a man feels on his own bridge. 

After copying the late weather I often went to the bridge. It was 
quiet, the only illumination the light in the binnacle. The helmsman 
was far less communicative than my barber. 

I would lean my arms in the window and look out over the bow. 
The moon was a bright yellow streak over the water, and there was 
only a faint tremor underfoot to indicate engines were at work to 
haul this self-contained world along its way. 

But, back to reading proof, and since an impending exam was to 
require both Morse and Continental Code I spent lunch hours with 
the amiable railroad telegrapher who allowed me to both send and 
receive on his circuit. 

After everyone had gone home I spent half an hour in the 
transcribing section where I inserted a cylinder in the old dic- 
taphone and copied code groups. SInce the code recording had been 
made with a buzzer, the practice sounded more like spark. 

In the early ’30s I attended a real hamfest. Not a single piece of 
commercial equipment, no swap tables. Only food and games. 
There was a code contest, an auto horn was made to operate by a 
Vibroplex. The idea was to copy the code through the QRM of other 
auto horns. 

I won a large high voltage capacitor in the golf match. This 
match was for the highest score. It took me seven strokes per hole 
for the five holes in the match. I groaned over each shot like a 
professional. 

I beat the ham out in the foot race that beat me in the code 
contest. It was worth an 807 tube. 

It was a strange foot race. Everyones shoes were piled up 50 
yards from the starting line. The idea was to race to the pile, put on 
your shoes — if you could find them — lace them up and run back to 
the starting line. Simple things made us happy in those days. 

Our radio club, the Southside Amateur Radio Association, often 
went camping at Jackson’s Lake, swinging an off-center fed Hertz 
between two tall Georgia pines. 

At night we could lay in our cots and hear V.K.’s coming in on 40 
meters. The receiver, perched on a card table, was a National SW3. 

The transmitter used a 171A with 135 volts of B battery. We did 
little DXing. One W4 in North Carolina stayed with us when we took 
the plate voltage off 22-1/2 volts at a time. He still heard us at a 
plate voltage of 22-1/2 volts. 

When my daughter was born she was named “‘Sara”’ and the 
club became her godfathers. She is 49 and an attorney. I still talk to 
two members there were at the picnic and camp outs, every Wed- 
nesday and Sunday. 

Things didn’t always turn out well. Showing a recently-built 
transmitter to club members, caustic remarks were made con- 
cerning the bell wire used and in five minutes curtains were on fire 
and had to be pulled down and stamped out on the living room floor. 
They never seemed to forget it. 

I took a job for ten months as an electrician for a mountain 
lodge. Ham stations in the 160-meter band were available and used 
between the lodge and a hotel within a few feet of the W.U. office. 

The operation was sanctioned by the head honcho in the Radio 
Division of the Department of Commerce. 

I knew I was to earn my living by my licenses so I became 
cautious and took a long look and decided to try it.

FLORIDA PACKET 
By Vesce, K4CY 

Although my H.F. experience with packet is limited, I can offer 
some thughts. First, much is heard of the difficulty with tuning in 
an H.F. Packet signal. Remember, the common VHF Packet signal 
is a modulated F.M. signal. The two tones used in VHF Packet 
operation are a kilocycle a part. The reference carrier is available 
at the receiver, and thus the accurate reproduction of the audio 
tone is assured. 

With H.F. Packet the two tones are approximately 200 cycles a 
part. Whether AFSK (SSB) or FSK is used, there is no reference 
carrier and that carrier must be reinserted by our SSB receivers. 
The carrier must be correct in phase and frequency for fidelity 
reception. I have heard the carrier must be reinserted with an 
accuracy of ten cycles, this dependent on the sharpness of the 
filters in use. I don’t know if this is entirely accurate. In practice, I 
did experience a great deal of difficulty tuning in a signal. 
However, when accustomed to the sound of the signal and 
familiarity with the tuning aid (in my case the Pakratt 64A with 
HFM) T now find little problem in rapidly getting the signal “‘on- 
screen.’ 

There are packet operations on all H.F. bands. I have operated 
on 80, 40 and 20 meters. H.F. Packet reception is very susceptible to 
corruption in the presence of QRM (interference) and QRN 
(static). I have found 80-meter operation during summer months 
very difficult due to QRN. On 40 meters, QRM has been the problem 
as the frequencies used 7091 to 7099 KHz are used by South Ameri- 
can voice stations with big signals and long paragraphs of 
dissertation. 

In any event here are some frequencies to check out (all KHz): 
7091, 7093, 7095, 7097, 14101, 14103, 14105, 14107, 14109, 14111 and on 30 
meters 10149 KHz. Some of these frequencies are used by PBBS’s 
moving bulletins around the country. Others are in use by Skip Net. 
Listen before transmitting!

To those of you that listened to the Emergency rrequency 
during the first couple of days during Hurricane Gilbert, you know 
the confusion and chaos that existed there. I am glad to report that 
very few Florida stations added to the mess. 

Emergency frequencies are for emergency-type traffic, not 
health and welfare, nor for someone to check and see if his property 
is okay. Emergency frequencies have a guard band of plus and 
minus five KHz to reduce QRM on those frequencies. This means 
don’t operate within plus and minus five KHz of the emergency 
frequency, unless you have emergency traffic. Then when you get 
permission from the Net Control to send your traffic keep it short 
and to the point. Please on bended kneee learn the Phonetic 
Alphabet. Do not keep calling ‘“‘Break,’’ ‘“Break.”’ 

In the future, emergency situation plans are under study to 
notify all sections of the emergency frequencies, possibly by the 
Amateur Auxiliary to the FCC Field Operations Bureau. If you are 
requested to clear the frequency please do so at once. 

Iam glad to report that the Amateur Auxiliary to the FCC Field 
Operations Bureau, Southeastern Regional Monitoring Stations has 
been established in Florida. This station will be manned by 
Amateur Auxiliary members, and will service several of the south- 
eastern states, such as Georgia, South Carolina, Florida, etc. It will 
primarily handle high-frequency interference and hard core-type 
cases. It will work directly with the Vero Beach Monitoring Station

The Mayor of Dade County Florida, Steve Clark, had 
established a Jamaica disaster sub-commmittee of the ‘‘Sister 
City” Program and had summoned Dr. Jim Hirschman, K4TCYV, to 
work with them. Jim was able to arrange air passage for Joel, for 
himself, and for Professor Carlos Watson, a political advisor to 
proceed to Jamaica on September 23rd. Arrangements were made 
to carry the ANERCOM donated gear on that plane directly to 
Kingston and on Sunday, September 25th, the packages were 
delivered right to the station quarters of 6Y5RA in an automobile 
provided by Kingston’s American Chamber of Commerce. 

There to receive the ARRL’s relief package was the Jamaican 
Club President Selvin Gabriel, 6Y5SG, and the other officers: Loyd 
Alberga, 6Y5LA, the vice-president; Gordon Hart, 6Y5GH, opera- 
tion manager; Dr. Eric Monroe, 6Y5EE, Disaster Coordinator; and 
6Y5MC, Gordon MacDowell. The generators were two days delayed 
in coming to Miami but were shipped promptly to the Jamaica Of- 
fice of Disaster Preparedness (ODP) for transfer to JARA by Sep- 
tember 28th. This latter was accomplished by air freight space 
generously donated by Eastern Airlines. 

Thus, in time of disaster, the hands of fellow amateurs have 
been stretched out to keep their counterparts in Jamaica on the air 
and responsive to the need for emergency communication. The 
special problems in Jamaica will be long continuing and the dialog 
between ARRL and JARA will continue. This exchange will be 
supported, when needed, by the Sister City Program of Dade 
County, Miami, Florida.
